What is the purpose of the law? 


It is not revenge; it is not merely to inflict suffering upon the guilty. 


What, then, is its purpose? 


It is to uphold order and right living. 


The method— by making an example of those who live wrong, and 


offer the pain inflicted upon the wrongdoer as incentive for others to do 
right. 


But that is a hard way, you say. 
W hy not establish laws, then re­ 


ward the lawful and permit the lawless to go unrewarded. 
That would 


be punishment enough, you think. 


But there are more good people than bad, and such a plan would be 
impossible. 


Therefore it is necessary to set an example for the wavering, by pun­ 


ishing the guilty, and. again, the law is not for revenge. 


In New York just now is taking place one of the most sensational 


murder trials in the history of the country. 


There is on trial a young millionaire. 
There are millions, and the 


influence of the largest share of the wealth in the country behind him. 


Money will be used without reserve to free this blacksheep from the 


punishment the law has provided for such crimes as his. 
The influence 


of the steel king, for instance, is behind him. 


And now we get back to the question of the law. 


The purpose is not vengeance but example, and the country is won­ 


dering whether Harry K. Thaw’s millions will save his 
life; whether a 


rich man may go free for a crime which would mean death to the ordi­ 
nary wage earner. 


There remains the possibility that the act of Thaw was in a degree 


justifiable 
This is for the jurors to decide. 


But if Thaw is as guilty as he appears to be, his release will be a 


sorry day for the law, and for the example it strives to set.

The average ball used 
by men who play on teams weighs 
seventeen pounds.

ber of halls a player can roll in a ten- 
inning game is twenty-one, and the 
smallest eleven. 
Splitting the differ­ 
ence, a good howler may be said to 
average .sixteen balls. 
In one game 
the boy lifts hall weighing 272 pounds, 
and in the three games, 716 pounds. 
Setting pins for a five man team, the 
boy lifts halls weighing 3.580 pounds. 
Adding the amounts lifted in pins and 
halls, the much abused pin setter lifts 
in one evening 9,174 pounds.

Readjustment of Earth’s Crust is 
Reason 
Great Disasters, Says 
State University Head 


(Special Tribune Dispatch.) 
MADISON, Wis., Jan, 24.—Presi­ 
dent Charles R. Van Bise of the Uni­ 
versity of Wisconsin gave an address 
last night before the Science club, on 
“Earth Movements and Earthquakes," 
illustrating his descriptions 
of 
the 
great earthquake of Japan, the faults 
and raised beaches of the 
Alaskan 
earthquake, and the faults and other 
phenomena o f the San Francisco dis­ 
aster. 
He also spoke in detail of the 
recent Jamaican disturbance. 


Recent Shocks Unrelated 
“Within the past year have occurred 
the three great earthquakes of San 
Francisco, Santiago 
and 
Kingston; 
and also the great eruptions of Ve­ 
suvius, while only a little earlier oc­ 
curred the outbreaks of Martinique 
and St. Vincent," said President Van 
Bise. 
“The question naturally arises 
as to whether any of these phenome­ 
na is the cause of any other. 
This 
question can be unqualifiedly answer­ 
ed in the negative. 
These different 
voncanic outbreaks 
and 
earthquake 
shocks are the result of the 
same 
great, a period of readjustment of the 
earth’s crust. 
A study of geological 
history shows that, in the evolution 
of the earth, there have been long 
periods of relative quiet, followed by 
a briefer period of great 
readjust­ 
ment. 
It is in the time of these great 
readjustments that the volcanic pla­ 
teaus of the west were poured out, 
and the great mountains of the terri­ 
tory period were built up. While we 
are now plainly in a period of rela­ 
tive quiet, it appears that the earth 
crust is in one of its very minor pcr- 
t 
. 
iuds of readjustment, which, while of 
little consequence to the earth as a 
whole, has resulted in these 
great 
disasters to man. 
“The earth is now, as it has been 
in the past, in a condition of flux,” 
continued President Van Bise. “That 
the air and water are in constant mo­ 
tion we are well aware, but that the 
earth has a continuous, although slow, 
motion we do not appreciate. 
The 
earth is not finished, but now, as in 
the past, it is ever being remade. 
It 
is this process of readjustment of the 


earth’s surface that produces earth- 
qukes. 
During 
these 
great 
earth 
movements rigid rocks which at the 
surface are as brittle as glass, 
art 
folded and bent back upon themselves 
like the leaves of a fan. 


Fractures of Rock Cause Quakes 
“This folding of the rocks results 
in complex fractures. 
The fractur­ 
ing is usually confined to the upper 
part of the crust of the earth, per­ 
haps largely to the outer ten miles. 
The displacement of rocks along the 
fracture is called a fault, and may ex­ 
tend for many miles, sometimes hun­ 
dreds of miles in length, and several 
miles in depth. The formation of the 
fracture produces a tremendous shock. 
From the plane of the rupture rock- 
waves go out in>all directions, having 
great intensity near the fault plane, 
but gradually dying out. 
The fault 
fracture of the San Francisco earth­ 
quake has been traced for a distance 
of more than 300 miles 
along 
the 
coast of California. 


Vibrations W orld W ide 
“The arca in which the vibrations 
of the rocks are perceptible to the 
senses in the case of some of 
the 
gieat earthquakes is to be measured 
in millions 
of 
square 
miles. 
The 
shocks of the greater 
earthquakes 
have set the entire world into vibra­ 
tion, as is shown by the delicate seis­ 
mographs scattered at various places 
over the world. 
Of the comparative­ 
ly recent earthquakes, that of Japan 
in 1891, that in India in 1897, that ot 
Alaska in 1899, and those at San Fran­ 
cisco and Santiago last year, were 
world shakers. 


Tidal W aves 
“Frequently when an 
earthquake 
originates under the sea near the coni. 
tinental border, a great wave is pro­ 
duced which sweeps over the adjacent 
land. 
I his is called a tidal 
wave. 
The readjustment of the earth’s sur­ 
face results also in the sinking of the 
land along the ocean so that it may 
he entirely submerged. 
The reports 
from Kingston indicate that the earth­ 
quake was accompanied by this sink­ 
ing of the land, and also the deepen­ 
ing of the bay.”
